When the 
express reached the switch at that point, 
the engine, baggage car arid smoker left 
the track. The engine was thrown across 
the track and the two dars were piled 
up behind It. The remainder of the train 
did not leave the track, and passengers 
In the"other cars said the shock was in 
no degree an alarming one. 


The train crew miraculously escaped 


serious Injury, although the fireman was 
badly enough hurt, to be carried to th° 
hospital. It was among the paaserigere 
In the smoker that the worst havoc was 
wrought. Out of the more than a score 
of passengers, hardly one escaped with- 
out more or less serious injury. Thoy 
were flung In every direction, piled In 
heaps a,nd thrown under the seat^. 
Many suffered broken legs, and serlouw 
Internal Injuries are feared In the case 
of others. 


The train consisted of 10 heavily loaded 


cars. 
'Lt was almost miraculous ttiat 


more were not Injured, and that none 
were killed outright. A special train/was 
run on the, Concord division tracks to a 
point near" the accident and the pas- 
sengers transferred and brought to the, 
station, Excitement was gi eat through- 
out the city, and thousands of people 
quickly gathered at the scene of the dis- 
aster. Large gangs of workmen were at 
once put to work clearing the track, but 
progress was slow, as the wreck . 
very badly situated.

riding over the switch, but It la nol 
kntjwn whether this was' caused by u 
broken flange on the engine-or not. En- 
gineer Buckley was thi'own from his cah 
to the ground many feet away1, landing 
siuarcly on his feet. I-Ie thinks his 
engine passed over the switch-all right 
The first thing he knew of something 
gulng wrong was when the engine "wh 
ovruck the ground. Fireman FItxpatrlch 
jumped, and was found In the wreckage 
with one leg broken and his face badly 
crushed.

HAX>-,V MuKINLEY'S LETTER. 


JIcKinley'a letter of acceptaaco is out 


and as was expected,ha eoueavora to place 
himself somowlioro oboift the centre of the 
republican platfbrm in aa almost intermi- 
nable charge of verbosity in which plus.ses 
over tbe issues of the campaign. 
The 


money issue is first treated and the sub- 
Btaaco of what he says is: 
"Wo don't 


want no bimetallism until England is 
ready to take her end of it; bat if you 
elect me I ^vill endeavor to have her get a 
more on. Independent bimetallism would 
defeat the movement by causing England 
to get real mad and to forsake us entirely. 
Then we would be in na awful pickle 
for 
a 
country ' rich 
enough 
to 


take the 'heft' of our bond issues." Like 
all tho advocates of the gold standard, Mc- 
Kinloy assumes that the possessors of 
silver bullion would continue to sell it at 
the present price, even *vith the know- 
ledge that they had only to ship it to tho 
mint to have it converted int-o dollars. 
He ignores the evils brought upon, the 
country hy falling prices, due to the 
appreciation of gold, and affects to be- 
lievo that with a new tariff bill, such as 
he can frame, the country will pet along ! 
all Tight under a guhl standard. McKin^ey 
does not seem to grasp the situation, or 
else he avoids tlie main points at issue. 
He closes his eyca to the fact Qiat ,tlie 
government is practically bankrupt, that 
it Is In bondage to syndicates, gold bug.s 
and speculators ; that farmers and other 
producers are robbed by tho gold stand- 
ard for the benefit ol the money lenders. 
He expends considerable space on the an- 
nihilation of an imaginary spook in tUe 
form of irredeemable paper money, which, 
he says, it is thu tlusign of tho free silver 
men to unload on the country. Then as a 
proof of bis profundity and depth o! vis- 
ion, hft remind1* the people ot this nation 
that "free silver would not mean that 
silver dollars were to be freely bad with 
out cost of Ijthor." At this point the 
reader of McKiuley's letter will ho forci- 
bly reminded of Bryan's advice to the 
tn-.VL'ler on reaching tho tomb ol Castle- 
reacb. It would be quite appropriate in 
this case. After reading the remainder of 
tho letter in its versatile prolixity, we 
are forced to exclaim, "What's the matter 
withHnnna?" but here we recollect that 
Hanna's golden injunction does Dot forbid 
Ihe use of the pen ut flay length under 
careful supervision. 
McKinley's letter 


was undoubtedly read, discussed, revised, 
annotated and interpolated not oaly by 
llanna, buf by some ot the higu'est repub- 
lican jjlossiners in the country and the 
result suggests the ancient legend of the 
mountain in labor bringing lorth only a 
"nonae.

.The supreme court of tho United States 
a.nd the federal law courts arv arraigned 
because they used the familiar writ of in- 
junction to suppress violence, to restrain 
men from breaking the law. It was iin- 
dr-rstood In the convention and commit- 
tee- on resolutions that the Democratic 
policy was that when the supreme court. 
exercising1 its constitutional power and 
duty, gave e.n interpretation to a lav/ of 
the United States that was not pleasing 
to congress, they would Increase '.he 
number of judpes and pack the court to 
get c. decision to please them.
